Our Change in Policy 


From the time we began to specialize in Peonies until the close of 
the 1949 shipping season, our custom has been to issue 2 catalogs each 
year, one in the spring and another in the fall. Now at the opening 
of the new year 1950, we have decided to issue but one catalog for the 
year, a larger book carrying all the items we offer for both our spring 


and fall trade. 


This change has been brought about by several factors. In the first 
place, getting out 2 catalogs a year entails a great deal of hard work 
both on the part of the management who write the catalog and the 
office force in mailing it to our customers. 


Then the expense of 2 catalogs is practically doubled both in printing 
and postage. In order to avoid much duplication of both work and 
expense, we have decided to issue but one book a year. 


In this catalog, we state which items are listed for spring only, which 
are listed for fall shipment only, and which may be had both in the 
spring and in the fall. Our customers will see the necessity of preserv- 
ing the one catalog for preparing both their spring and fall orders. 


Also we are dropping many items we used to carry as our interests 
have changed with the passing of the years. When this business was 
started in 1868, Minnesota was on the frontier. Most of the southern 
part of the state where we are located was open prairie. The land was 
mostly government land opening to settlement. People were rushing 
in from the East and from Europe taking up this bare government land 
and making homes: They demanded apple trees to start small family 
orchards, and windbreak stocks, both deciduous and evergreen, to plant 
about their buildings. From 1868 to 1920, our business was confined 
almost entirely to meeting their needs. Even now as one travels over 
rural southern Minnesota, northern Iowa, and the eastern part of the 
Dakotas, he sees many old orchards and great groves which originated 
from stock supplied by this nursery. 


By 1920, we had built up a great stock of fine Peonies covering every 
known good variety we could procure. Since then we have made not 
only the growing of good Peonies but the origination of new varieties 
one of our chief interests. At the present time, we send Peonies into 
all sections of the United States, including Alaska, and into many for- 
eign countries, both in the spring and in the fall.

A little later about 100 French Lilacs in 10 varieties that we had 
been growing for several years came into bloom and they were a revela- 
tion to us. To insure good growing qualities and also hardiness, we 
immediately started experimenting to find a practical way to propagate 
the French Lilac on its own root. Now “Own Root” French Lilacs have 
become another of our chief specialties. 


In 1920, Prof. Hansen of the South Dakota Station first sent out 
his Hopa Flowering Crab. We heard of it and purchased 2 small trees 
and planted them in our home yard. After these trees bloomed, we 
again saw that the handwnting was on the wall. Hansen had solved 
the problem of hardy flowering Crabs and we began to pick up a line 
of beautiful Crabs that can be grown clear across this country and far 
up into Canada. They have now become a third intense interest. 


We are not only propagating Peonies, French Lilacs, and flowering 
Crabs on a large scale, but we are also offering to our customers many 
of the best hardy Shrubs, Iris, Gladiolus bulbs, and Perennials, includ- 
ing the now popular Chrysanthemum.

Each year we go over our mailing list and remove the names of 
those who have failed to give us an order for a period of 2 years.

N READING through our price list, it will be noticed that we list no Peony for less than $1.00. i are several 
ipl reasons why we cannot handle 50c and 75c roots and make a fair profit. In the first place it takes expert labor to 
divide Peonies and such labor deserves good wages, hence we divide with larger divisions, which encaaies the cost 
of labor and gives more satisfactory roots. Then we include in our list only really desirable varieties. It will be noticed 
that very few in the list are rated below 8 and we consider that these few deserve and will in the future receive a higher 
rating. If we wanted to work off undesirable stock we could sell it cheaper in order to get rid of it. But we want our cus- 
tomers to plant Peonies that will give them permanent pleasure and that they will not wish to discard when they come 
Il know Peonies better. We believe that our plan of giving good sized divisions of varieties selected for real merit means 
true economy to our customers. For this reason, we are designating the size of our root, A Brand Division.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 





If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 
off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before 
planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. 
Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 14 feet deep. Place 
the Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the division erect 
in the center of the hole, with one hand, with the other draw in 
the soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes 
show. Give the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance 
of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each 
week until August lst. By keeping the soil loose during the first 
growing season, there should be no loss.

Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We 
cannot tell which special reason is applicable in each individual 
case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leaving 
you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are loaded 
with flowers.each year and if your plants are not giving satisfactory 
bloom, some one of the following causes must be responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made your 
planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the vitality of 
the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle is often 
opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are laid out in 
the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the planting goes on. The 
plants grow but they received a setback from this exposure of the roots and it 
often takes two or three years to overcome this mistreatment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry dirt 
may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the plant 
as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to rob 
it of much of its vitality. 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a rich heavy 
soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that such 
growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy branches 
from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have reached a point 
where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. If your plants are 
making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots with no bloom, go 
through your plants about the middle of June and trim out about one-half of the 
new growth back to the old wood. This will have a tendency to cause blooming 
buds to set on the balance of the new growth for the next year. If your bushes 
have a great many branches from the ground and many short top branches go 
through your plants in March in the north or earlier in the South (before the sap 
starts) and cut out about one-half of the old branches to the ground. This will 
cause a new growth which no doubt will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 


Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not bloom- 
ing. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than we. We 
have no further information to offer.

HISTORY OF THESE NEW CRABS 

The Hopa Flowering Crab was introduced by Dr. N. E. Hansen of 
the South Dakota Horticultural Station of Brookings in 1920. 

This was the first Flowering Crab with colored bloom hardy enough 
to withstand the trying winter climate of the Middle Northwest. 

The fame of the Hopa soon spread across the nation and it was not 
long before it was growing in gardens clear across the northern border 
of our country and far up into Western Canada. 

We have two of the finest Hopas sent out by Dr. Hansen growing on 
our home grounds. These trees have a trunk diameter of 10 inches, are 
about 25 feet tall, and have a limb spread of 28 feet. The Hopa is a

Many make the mistake of planting the Lilac 
too shallow. Most shrubs should be planted with 
the crown about 2 inches below the surface. 
Lilacs do much better if planted with the crown 
6 inches below the surface line as illustrated in 
the picture below. 


WHEN TO PLANT YOUR LILACS 


Lilacs can be planted with perfect safety either 
in the spring or in the fall. In the fall we begin 
to send out our plants the latter part of Septem- 
ber, and we continue to make shipments through- 
out the fall months. If Lilacs are planted in the 
spring, they should be planted as early in the 
season as possible. 


FOLLOW THESE DIRECTIONS 
CAREFULLY 

To allow the French Lilac its 
natural spread, the plants should 
be set not less than 8 feet apart. 
Dig a hole as large as a bushel 
basket. Fill back with rich top 
soil mixed with one-third part 
well-rotted cow manure if same 
is obtainable, and tramp down 
firmly until you can place the 
plants on this soil so that when 
roots are spread out naturally, 
the crown will be from 4 to 6 
inches deeper than it was in the 
nursery row.

the roots until the hole is half 
full; then tramp this down un- 
usually hard. Then pour in a 
full pail of water. After this has 
settled away fill the hole with 
loose mellow soil until it is 
rounding full, then tramp light- 
ly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place 
a coarse mulch 6 inches deep 
about the bushes the first winter 
to keep ground from heaving. 
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A Lilac likes a sweet soil and responds 
wonderfully to applications of lime. Use 
4 quarts of lime to large bush each year 
if you have an acid soil. Otherwise lime 
is unnecessary. All seed houses usually 
carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to give you this information. Any 
good well-balanced fertilizer can be used 
with good results. 

Heavy applications of well-rotted barn- 
yard manure every year covering the 
ground about the bushes is best.

Lilac Descriptions 


Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac are easily 
described. One can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, 
semi-double, or double, or whether the panicles are simple or 
compound, long or short, loose or compact. 


But when it comes to color probably no two persons would 
name exactly alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 


A little explanation may help to interpret our descriptions. 
When we say a Lilac is red, we do not mean that it is scarlet; or 
when we say it is blue, we do not mean sky-blue, as an occasional 
customer seems to expect. The truth is, the colors of all Lilacs 
are soft. They are made up of different proportions of blue and 
red with more or less addition of white. If the red predominates 
in the light shades, we may call the color pink or rose. If the blue 
predominates decidedly, we may call the color blue; but if the 
blue while dominant is less pronounced we may call it lavender 
or lilac or violet or mauve. 


















In the dark colors, if the red predominates decidedly we may 
call it red, as with Reaumur. If the blue predominates we call it 
purple. Then to be more definite we sometimes say reddish pur- 
ple or purplish red. 


It must be remembered also that, aside from the difficulty of 
getting an exact name for the normal color of a variety, this color 
may change somewhat with the season. For example, this year 
we had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather throughout the Lilac sea- 
son. Consequently, the colors were all darker than usual. The 
character of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 

We make our descriptions as clear as we can, but we under- 
stand how difficult it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac 
field during the blooming season to make his selection. However, 
we list only good varieties} those that should give much pleasure 
to those who plant them.

CONTROL OF PESTS 


PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the only enemies of the 


Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use 
liquid lime-sulphur in preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or 
if the oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In using the 
oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out before putting in the oil. 
Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just as the buds are beginning to show green, 
while the oil spray should be used just before the buds show any green. 

The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes are kept well cul- 
tivated and growing, there is but little borer trouble. Where the borer is at work, 
he may be taken and killed by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it 
around to accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the furrow 
of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 
with putty or gum. Don’t wait until this destructive worm has destroyed a part of 


your Lilac bush.

Last summer on a trip to the State Fruit Breeding Farm at Excelsior, Minnesota, we saw hundreds of different fruits at the 


ripening stage.
